THE CONFERENCE 
HE Conference opened on Thursday evening at the 
rooms of the Medical Society of London, 11 Chandos ’* 
Street, W. The session was ‘in charge of Miss Daunt, 
assistant matron, Middlesex Hospital. 

Miss Gullan, sister tutor, St. Thomas’s Hospital, read 
a paper on the higher training of nurses. Miss Gullan 
referred to the inequality ‘of training and the consequent 
varying standard of efficiency, the isolation of the units 
comprising the nursing world, and the difficulties of pro 
gress in reconstruction, True progress demanded the in 
corporation of all elements and a wide outlook. A higher 
education that ruled out the desire for service defeated its 
own ends; in the development of the latent sense of voca 
tion the matron’s influence was paramount. The profes 
sion should be open to all who were urged thereto by an 
earnest desire tg serve the sick and suffering, but the 
minimum standard must be higher than at present. Some 
schools should attract the high school and university type; 
the profession had not so far existed in the thoughts of 
the educationists areer. vet it was worthy of 
the best and hearts \ higher standard of theo 
retical ought to co-exist with the practical 
{ preliminary training schoo! would be invaluable in all 
institutions and in groups of small ones In train 
ing, the first year was the most important, and 
should be taught to reason out the methods, so as to 
their own on sound lines Theory and practice 
must go hand in hand, and nothing could take the. place 
of ward work. The unobtrusive nurse often served the 
doctor’s needs better than the quick and smart one, and 
supplied the fine bond that brought the patient into the 
best relationship with the doctor. Much spade-work could 
be done during the first year in improving the pupil's 
general education. The average mind was naturally lazy 
and preferred to be unfolding of the 
pupil's mind, the development of her character, and the 
habits she was forming in her ward worl 
trayed in the material she submitted 
tion; through this «he culd be helped, warned, and 
advised. In the smaller hespitals the post of teacher 
could be admirably filled by the home sister; in the larger 
ones it should be in the hands of a special sister, fully 
trained, and, if possible, widely experienced.

Sir Francis Champneys said that for any scheme to be 
successful *a race of practising midwives must be main- 
tained. It must be remembered that a woman who gained 
the C.M.B. certificate was only a potential midwife, and 
needed personal experience to enable her to become a 








valuable member of her profession, and in connection with 
these women, an increasing number of whom presented 
themselves for examination with no intention of prac 
tising ultimately, it might become netessary for the Board 
to inquire what was their object in wishing to obtain the 
diploma. It was very important that there should be no 
ambiguity in distinguishing between a midwife and a 
monthly nurse, but that the position of each should be 
clearly defined. . 

Mrs. Wilton Phipps said that it was often extremely 
difficult to distinguish between the work of the midwife 
and the monthly nurse. It was sometimes the fault of the 
doctor that the nurse, who was not qualified to act alone, 
had to conduct the delivery, because the doctor did not 
always come at the time of the confinement. 

Sir Arthur Newsholme agreed with the other speakers 
that a great development was needed in the matter of 
maternity nursing throughout the metropolis, and this 
applied mainly to doctors’ and students’ cases. When the 
system was established the Local Government Board would 
be ready to pay half the cost of outlay in providing a 
maternity nurse, or midwife, and also the doctor’s fee 
should it be necessary to call him in. The Local Govern- 
ment Board was also pressing forward the opening of addi- 
ticnal maternity homes, where women whose own homes 
were unsuitable for confinement could be received for the 
time of the puerperium. The same authority was also pre 
pared to pay half the cost of these homes, and also, in 
suitable cases, to pay a home help They were also 
experimenting in the matter of removing the older chil 
dren during the lying-in period. There was no desire on 
the part of the Local Government Board to take work 
away from the nursing associations, who were doing such 
excellent work. : 


More Nurses NEEDED. 

Dr. Lauriston Shaw (Guy’s Hospital) thought that an 
extremely unsatisfactory condition of affairs still existed. 
Although some hospitals had made arrangements for the 
nursing of their extern patients, there was nothing done 
to any large extent. If any adequate system were put 
into force, however, the number of nurses would have to 
be largely increased, as, to do the work as it ought to be 
done, one nurse to every four cases would be required. If 
the nurses were properly trained in maternity nursing he 
did not think the C.M.B. certificate necessary. He 
deprecated the removal of the mothers from their homes, 
and urged that the homes should be made fit for them to 
live in. 

Dr. Ethel Bentham thought it not advisable that 
the nurses should be midwives. The midwife was trained 
for that work only, and had no time to do the actual 
nursing, and the remuneration was such that she could 
not make a living and do the nursing as well, as she was 
obliged to book a great many cases in order to make it 
worth while to do the work at all. There was also a 
danger that the midwifé might take too much upon her- 
self, and delay sending for medical assistance until it was 
too late. With regard to maternity homes, however much 
they might be established, they had not been found to 
meet with much success. It was difficult to persuade 
women to leave their own homes. She thought it was an 
excellent suggestion that the district nursing associations 
should take up the maternity nursing, but they must be 
adequately remunerated, and the Councils should pay the 
whole cost of the assistance given, and not merelv a part 

Mr. Pennant said that a meeting of London sunerinten 
dents of Queen’s Nurses had been convened on this sub 
ject some weeks before, and the result was that the asso 
ciations were willing to undertake the work if the local 
authorities would provide the money. It was only right

The nursing associations must supply women who ‘would 
give their whole time, strength, and devotion, and remain 
with the patient during the whole period of the puer 
perium 

Miss Alice Gregory thought it was a grave mistake to 
link nursing with charity, for the great majority of cases 
did not belong, as many people seemed to'think, to the 
pauper classes Nowadays especially they were earning 
good money. With State aid they should be removed 
from the sphere of charity. To link nursing with charity 
was to postpone improvements. There was no one who had 
a greater influence with the mothers than the midwife, and 
they welcomed her advice with regard to such subjects as 
the feeding of babies. It would be disastrous to estab 
lish an inferior order of monthly nurses. The State 
should make it possible for the midwife to live. Witi 
regard to the nursing of students’ cases. it was true that 
nurses were needed, but the hospitals ought to arranges 
for their pupils to nurse the cases. Miss Gregory hoped 
that a twelve month’s training would be given in time 
instead of six months at present. In Scandinavia the 
time was one year, and two years in France and Italy 

Dr. Lane Claypon said that medical students were sent 
out me to cases without any previous experience, and it 
would be far better if a properly trained midwife were 
to attend at the same time. Midwives should do their own 
matermity nursing. and they could do it if they were 
more highly paid. The baby needed most careful nurs 
ing for the first few days.

Four-Hourly Feeding. 

| was much interested in your correspondent’s letter 
on the above subject. I have had no experience myself 
in this method, but know it is highly recommended by Dr. 
Leonard Findlay (physician to the Royal Hospital for Sick 
Children, Glasgow), and equally upheld by Dr. Jardine 
(see his text-book on midwifery for+nurses). 

Dr. Findlay, however, states that he thinks such) inf 
quency of feeds enly suitable for healthy and non-prema 
ture babies, and does not establish the five feeds per day 
until the third or fourth week after birth Dr. Find ay 
not only recommends four-hourly feeds as the preventive 
against “ gastro-intestinal disturbances,’’ but the undiluted 
artificial feed. The quantity per feed in this case is 
‘based on’the amount a healthy breast-fed child takes.” 
He believes that cow’s and the mother’s milk ‘thave ap- 
proximately the ‘same nutritive values, though a given 
quantity of human milk will go further ‘than the same 
amount of cow’s milk.” A little sugar and sodium citrate 
is added to each feed. It will be seen from the table 
below that a four-Hourly feed is proportionately larger 
than the two-, two and a half-, or three-hourly feed; but 
Dr. Findlay urges “ that no amount should be more than 
7 oz. at any one time,” the addition of farinaceons food 
being made if required.

THe author of this text-book claims to have coined 
the word ‘‘ Mothercraft,” and is sad that ‘England, while 
idopting it, has so limited its scope to infant care The 
manual is an explanation of her original thought, which 1s 
indeed a comprehensive one. So far back as 1911 a 
School of Mothercraft was opened in New York for 
educated young women, and special extension classes have 
been provided for girls engaged to be married, brides, 
and voung mothers. Miss Read brought her untversity 
training ‘to bear upon the subject, and this, coupled with 
her experimental work at the school, has helped to produce 
this most thoughtful and practical manuai. 

The earlier chapters of the book are most enlightening 
and unusual ; they take op mothercraft, its meaning, scope, 
and spirit; establishing the home; finding the means for 
mothercraft; and founding a family.
